was  at  a much  higher  altitude  than  the  gulls,  that  it  was  somewhat  triani:ular 
in  shape,  and  that  it  was  traveling  at  a terrific  ra^-e  of  speed.  Mr  o'* 
further  stated  that  he  has  been  a passenger  on  commercial  air  liners  and  would 
estimate  the  altitude  of  the  object  at  approximately  nine  (9)  or  ten  (lO) 
thousand  feet.
